The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
method of recording data on an optical disk while using a running optimum power 
control having the combination of steps with their recited process, along with having 
(and taken the claim limitation as a whole in combination with) measuring a front power 
level representing an optical power of a front side of the reflected optical spot, and a 
rear power level representing an optical power of a rear side of the reflected optical 
spot, and controlling the recording optical power of the optical spot based on the front 
and rear power levels, as set forth in claims 1-20. 
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Re claims 21-31 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
optical disk drive for driving an optical disk by using a running optical power control 
having the combination of elements and taken the claimed limitation as a whole in 
combination with the OPC block for receiving outputs of the photodetectors to detect a 
from power level and a rear power level of the reflected optical spot, whering the OPC 
block detects a recorded state of the mark by calculating an index of the recorded state 
based on the front and rear power levels, and controls the recording optical power 
based on the index of the recorded state during the running OPC, as set forth in claims 
21-31.
